VALUE OF FARM LANDS 
IN CANADIAN PROVINCES. 

A bulletin issued by the census and 
statistics office summarizes the re- 
sults of inquiries made by crop-re- 
porting correspondents as to (1). the 
value of farm land; (2) the yaules of 
farms lreld; and (8) the values of 
farm livestock in 19914. 

The averages value of farm land in 
Canada held for agricultural pur- 
poses, whether improved or unimprov- 
ody, and including the value of dwell- 
ing houses, farms, stables, and other 
buildings is returned as $38.41 per 
acre, which is about equal to that of 
the last similar inguiry in 1910, when 
the value was given as $88.45 per 
acre.In 1911 the average was return- 
ed by the census as $30.41, but this 
value. was based upon from all ‘oceup- 
iers, including farms only recently 
|settled, and therefore of less value. 
By. provinces, the average of 1914 
range from $21 per acre in: Alberta 
to $150 per acre in British Columbia., 
In ‘this’ province, however, the high 
value, is due to orcharding, ordinary 
agriculture being sybsidiary to fruit 
culture. i
